APPLETON POST-CRESCENT 
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Herbert Hoover on Crime 


Former President Herbert Hoover has 


been looking over the statistics on crime 
gathered and published by 
JL Edgar 


Hoover, chief of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. The former president finds 
that the FBI has been doing a fine job in 
reporting major crimes in the United 
States. But as usual with Herbert Hoover, 
when he looks into the operation of a fed- 
eral bureau of any kind he finds some 
room for improvement. In this instance he 
points out that he has no plan to change 
the operation of the bureau or to suggest 
means of reforming criminals, but he 
thinks it would be well to "publicly illumi- 
nate some of the spots where our govern- 
mental machinery fails to provide our con- 
stitutional rights of protection." 


He notes that according to the FBI 


figures, 'major known crimes have in- 
creased in the United States from 1.685.000 
in 1946 to approximately 2.800.000 in 1957. 
This, he points out. is an increase three 
times as fast as the increase in population. 


In addition, he says the most ''heart- 


breaking'' increase in crime is among the 
teenagers under 18 years. During 1957 
some 740.000 of these youngsters were ar- 
rested. Since 1952. the population group 
under 18 years of age has increased 22 per 
cent and the arrests of persons under 18 
have increased 55 per cent- 


Hoover notes that out of the list of 2.- 


800.000 known major crimes in 1957. on 
January 1st. 1958 there were only 195.414 
persons in federal and state prisons and 
only 80.408 of them were received from 
the courts during the previous year. In 
that previous year 43.357 prisoners were 
paroled and 12.096 were returned to pris- 
on for crimes committed while on parole 
or for other reasons. 


Hoover says there are many important 


thinas about crimes which we do not know 
but which we need to know. One of those 
things is what happens after the crimes 
are committed. He would like 
figures 


showing how efficient are procedures and 
methods of justice in stemming this rising 
tide of crime. That, he says, is the most im- 
portant in an* determination of plans for 
better protection of the people. 


To get this information. Hoover pro- 


poses that the Bureau of the Census be in- 
structed by Congress to gather this infor- 
mation through a special canvassing of po- 
lice and prison records. He points out that 
the Bureau of the Census is well trained 


Big Ben's Birthday 


We are living in an era in which the 


anniversary is taking on new importance in 
both material and sentimental aspects. 


One of the most recent anniversaries of 


international note was the marking of the 
100th birthday of the great Westminster 
clock and its bell. Big Ben, in London. Eng- 
land. 


Xow we suspect many people believed 


Big Ben to be a clock which, of course, isn't 
the case at all. So if the anniversary has 
done nothing else it has served to clear 
the record on this point — an achievement 
which may or may not be regarded as all 
important. 


There are bigger bells in the world 


than Big Ben's 13'-^ tons and 9-foot di- 
ameter. But v.-e seriously doubt that any has 
pealed its sonorous chimes through a peri- 
od more richly wrought with climactic 
events than has fabled Big Ben. 


Big Ben was cast in 1858 by a man 


whom history records as George Mears. 
The Westminster clock actually went into 
operation May 31. 1859. and Big Ben July 
11. 1859. 


The year 1859. in case anyone has for- 


gotten, was the year of John Brown's raid 
on Harpers Ferry. It was the year the first 
oil well was drilled in America and it was 
the year Dan Emmett composed "Dixie." 
It was the year Pierre Curie was born and 
Danger on f fie Water 


A? warm weather and vacations lure 


thousands to the waterways of Wisconsin, 
tragedy lurks in the refreshing lakes and 
rivers as well as on the highways. Some 
drownings. may appear to be tragically un- 
avoidable, but the great majority occur be- 
cause of carelessness or ignorance. 


In this area there is no longer any valid 


excuse for children not learning to swim. 
But merely bems: able to dog paddle is not 
protection enough. Most drowmngs occur 
because of insufficient swimming ability, 
ignorar.ce of the swimming area or care- 


for this work. He thinks it could readily 
get Ihe names .of persons arrested; a record 
of the nature of the crime; date of the 
crime; date of arrest; the amount of bail 
set; how many jumped bail; how many 
committed crimes when out on bail; 
whether tried or not; date of the trial; 
whether convicted or not; date of the sen- 
tence and finally the sentence imposed. 
He would continue to collect the history of 
each crime including the fine or imprison- 
ment, the amount of the fine or the term of 
imprisonment: whether an appeal was , 
taken to a higher court; whether a higher 
court confirmed the sentence or modified 
it: dates when the fine was paid or when 
the criminal was finally sent to prison; 
months served in prison, whether paroled, 
whether any crime was committed during 
parole, whether the criminal was pardoned 
and how many months of the term were 
served. He would also have the Census col- 
lect facts relating to probation of sus- 
pended sentences. 


He suggests that the Census bureau 


could 
put 
this 
information 
on cards 


punched for tabulating purposes so that 
the data in any form desired would be 
available for public information. From such 
data, he says, we could judge whether the 
courts are being lax or effective. He 
thinks, moreover, we could have separate 
cards for teenage criminals. Their records 
could show their family situation, how 
many have lost one or both parents, how 
many have" divorced parents, how many 
have had religious training in the schools 
and how many have had religious training 
even in reform school, in fact, how many 
of them ever "tasted religious training at 
all." 


He thinks such a census would be a 


great help to police forces across the coun- 
try' and it might bring a realization to the 
American people that the freedom of the 
United States is "in more jeopardy from 
crime than from all communist conspira- 
cies within our borders."' 


He says those who commit major crimes 


are enemies of the public and in 1957 alone 
they numbered over 2.800.000. In his opin- 
ion they compose a threat to the freedom 
of all decent citizens and we should use 
every means at hand to control them. One 
means that we have and have not used at 
all in this respect is the Bureau of the Cen- 
sus and it could contribute a great deal 
to our understanding of this problem.

of Wisconsin in 1889
